for,  it  is  not  to  be  expedted  that  ever 
lhr*i  will  be  forward  in  doing  it,  nnlefs 
wrr  re  they  are  to  reap  a  fenhbie  benefit 
to  Cv)  ■noeniatc  for  that  lofs;  an  attention 
to  which  ciicn  nft  ince  alone  might  have 
gone  pretty  far  towards  explaining  the 
canfe  of  the  dilT'  rcncc  that  he  perceived 
in  this  relpe^t  between  Scotland  and 
England:  but  this  would  have  required 
fome  fmall  exertion  of  thought,  which 
the  difdlor  fccins  to  wifii  to  avoid  as 
much  as  poflTible. 

Blit  although  trees  had  been  there 
much  lefs  plenty  than  they  really  arc; 
and  tliat  the  inhabitants  had  been  as  fen- 
fible  as  the  doctor  feems  to  be  of  this  want, 
and  asdefirous  to  remove  it,  a  fkilful  ob- 
ferver  would  foon  have  remarked,  that  it 
would  have  been  a  matter  of  much  grea¬ 
ter  difficulty  than  he  feems  to  apprehend, 
and  muft  have  been  eft’edtuated  in  a  man¬ 
ner  very  different  from  that  which  he 
propofes ;  for,  in  a  country  like  Scot* 
land,  fo  m'jch  indented  by  large  arms  of 
the  fea,  and  cut  through  by  deep  vallies 
ruaning  out  to  a  great  length  betw^Q 


ridges  of  high  mountains,  the  gitfls  of 
wind  are  often  (o  fadd.cn  and  violent  at 
to  make  it  a  matur  ‘f  great  diffi  nltyr, 
and  in  many  califs  aa  abUilute  impollihi- 
lity,  to  rear  Ijngk  trees  to  any  fort  of 
piTfeiftion;  fo  that  the  inhabitants,  who’ 
know  by  experience  the  imprarfllc ibility 
thereof,  have  wifely  confined  their  pl.in- 
tati'ms  to  iheltered  dens,  or  large  clumps,’ 
where  the  number  of  trees  pl  aced  toge¬ 
ther  afford  one  another  that  (heller  that 
the  nauirc  of  the  country  daies  abfolute- 
ly  req'iire.  On  this  account  tfie  tree® 
arc  m  re  hid,  and  make  a  much  poorer* 
appearance  than  in  England,  where,  not 
being  (objf<Jfed  to  the  like  inconvenien- 
cies,  they  arc  able  to  rear  detached  trees 
in  aimoft  any  corner  that  they  may  in¬ 
cline;  and,  were  the  dodfor  to  try  his 
favourite  plan  dropping  a  tree  feed 
here  and  there,  and  cxpedl  liui  it  would 
attain  in  time  a  due  degree  of  perfedtion 
if  it  were  barely  protected  from  cattle 
till  it  were  above  their  reach,  he  would 
loon  find  caufe  to  complain  of  his  want 
of  fuccefs.  It  is,  however,  cxcufeable  iii 
a  man  of  letters,  who  has  fpent  the  grea-' 
ttft  part  *  f  his  life  in  a  town,  to  be  igno¬ 
rant  of  matters  of  this  fort;  but  a  man 
of  iiklgmcnt  and  difcrction,  in  ihefc  cir- 
cnmflaiu  cs,  would  with  caution  venture* 
to  criticife  others  with  regard  to  a  full- 
jtdl  that  is  conteffcdly  beyond  his  owit 
dept*’. 

The  dodtor,  (lill  proceeding  upon  the 
fame  topic,  endeavours  to  place  the  ftu- 
pidity  of  the  people  of  Scotland  for  this' 
fuppofrd  ncgledl  in  a  (fill  mf»ie  confpicu-' 
ous  light,  by  the  following  parallel.—* 

“  Davies  (lays  he)  obftrves,  in  his  ac-‘ 
count  of  Ireland,  that  no  Iiilbmin  ever 
planted  an  orchard.  For  that  negligence 
iome  excufe  might  be  drawn  from  an 
uni'ettlcd  (late  of  life,  and  the  inftability 
of  property;  but  in  Scotland  poffeffion 
has  long  been  fccure,  and  jnheritance 
regular;  yet  it  may  be  doubted  whethef 
before  *he  union  any  Lowlander  between 
Edinburgh  and  England  had  ever  plant¬ 
ed  a  tree.”

etters,  tlirongh  liie  diiferent  ftages  of  a 
farm,  ilionld  you  thin!;  tiii>  defei  ving  a 
place  in  your  ufefiil  M'fcellany,  I  may 
■pr.>bab1y  alfo  continue  my  ohfci  vatlnn^, 
if  1  can  find  time;  but  being  a  good  deal 
eneajRtl  in  bnlmefs,  ’tis  but  fomettnacs  I 
pet  \o'ir  M  •ga/ine  read,  and  feldomer 
lli.i:  1  write  any  thing. 

II'*  I'ltrodudion  is  a  piece  of  fpecula- 
tive  ( ompofttion,  .agaiidi  the  Iiiynry  of 
the  tiiiaes.  A  fjbie»Jt,  worn  thread-bare 
by  the  aUempt«  c.f  numbers  of  writers, 
more  d;ftn»gu:lhed  for  their  vani'y  of  i>e* 
ing  autiuTs  than  for  their  abilities;  but 
it  is  a  fubjcft  we  netd  not  interfere 
wiili:  it  lliould  be  our  fludy  to  raife 
vvhe’*e\vith  to  fupply  ll»at  luxury;  for 
without  it  the  prercnl  farmers  would  be 
in  a  very  bad  way. 

He  advifts  the  fit  ft  thing  to  be  done  in 
a  new  fatm,  is  to  buiid  a  double  dry 
ft  me  dyke,  round  r.ll  your  out  fide 
march,  to  feenre  you  from  your  neigh¬ 
bour’s  cattle.  This  may  do  very  well 
where  you  have  plenty  of  ftones,  and 
your  neighlxMir  agrees  to  it;  but  iinlcls 
you  coiilult  him  firft  about  what  fort  of 
fence  will  be  agreeable  to  him,  he  is  not 
cbi'ged  t  1  be  half  the  expence;  and  it  is 
very  leldom  that  they  chide  to  be  at  ha!f 
the  ixpence  of  a  double  dyke,  when  the 
law  can  force  them  to  no  more  than  the 
half  of  a  ditch  and  hedge:  in  thi«  cafe 
then,  1  would  advife  to  give  him  the  face 
of 'he  ditch,  that  is,  (fuppofing  the  hedge 
row  the  march),  that  fide  the  earth  is 
thrown  out  of,  bccaufc  you  can  face  up 
the  hack  of  the  eaith  that  is  thrown  out 
of  the  ditch  with  ftene,  which  makes  a 
good  fence  to  yourfelf,  and  the  ditch, 
with  the  earth  clapped  up  to  the  top  of 
the  ftone  dyke,  w’ill  make  a  pretty  good 
fence  to  the  ontfide.  This  1  believe,  at 
any  rate,  is  the  beft  fence  on  marches 
and  road  Tides,  both  as  it  comes  cheaper, 
aud  as  you  likcwife  get  up  tree#  in  the 
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hedge-row',  and  betwixt  the  hedge-row 
and  the  dyke,  where  there  will  be  a  fpacc 
of  6  or  7  tect.  1  know  there  is  a  general 
obje»fliv>ii  to  plaining  a  hedge  upon  rOvid- 
fuies,  for  the  cattle  patfi  ig  damaging  the 
thorns;  but,  bom  experience,  1  find 
tliit  hedges  thrive  no  w'hcre  fo  well  as 
there,  though  1  have  them  at  the  bicks 
of  funk  fences,  with  only  a  two  foot  d’'aiii 
betwixt  ’hen  and  the  road,  and  yet 
thriving  better  than  any  where  elfe. 

He  next  propufes  to  divide  the  farm 
int  >inclofiires  of  from  6  to  30  acres;  in 
my  opinion,  it  is  much  better  to  make 
them  at  firft  into  50,  or  100  acre  inclo- 
fuies  if  you  pleale,  that  i*-,  if  the  farm  be 
extenlive,  for  thefc  re.ifons:  Firft,  You 
do  the  inclofing  at  far  Ief»  cxpcncc, 
w’hich,  to  moft  farmers,  is  a  very  mate¬ 
rial  point  at  entering  to  a  farm;  and  if 
you  arc  to  keep  the  grounds  in  grafs, 
either  fo*-  breeding  or  feeding,  your  cat¬ 
tle  will  thrive  much  better  in  a  great 
range  where  there  is  a  variety  of  palture 
than  when  cooped  up  in  a  fmall  park. 
This  is  a  faift  well  known  to  all  graziers. 
Next,  If  your  ground  be  (tony,  and  your 
inclofures  fiiiilheii,  when  you  come  to 
fiunmcr  fallow  thefe  fields,  you  don’t 
know  how  to  confume  the  ftones  that 
are  thrown  up  in  the  plow'ing.  In  my 
plan,  you  have  divifions  to  run  through 
tlie  midft  <'f  the  ftones,  by  which  meana 
you  do  them  cheaper  than  you  could 
have  done  at  fuft;  even  though  the 
ground  is  not  ft.)nny,  you  get  time  to 
confider  how  it  W'ill  he  moft  convenient 
to  have  the  divilions  for  draining,  for  ac- 
cefs  to  the  road,  or  for  your  own  plea- 
fure. 

There  never  was  a  greater  error,  and 
many  a  one  there  his  been  in  farming, 
than  the  planting  of  thorns  fo  tliick  as  is 
gener.ally  done.  I  have  knowm  them  at 
3  inches  diftance;  6  is  the  medium.  It 
was  introduced  by  gentlemen  employing 
nurfery  raifers  to  run  their  hedges,  be-- 
fore  the  country  people  here  knew  what 
dilcliiiig  w’as;  who,  finding  that  the 
more  thorns  they  confumed,  it  was  the 
more  advaut  ige  to  themfeivcs,  advifetl 
the  planting  of  them  fo  thick :  it  was 
v.’ifdom  in  them,  but  to  allow  it  was  the 
height  of  ignonnee  in  their  employers.’ 
Is  it  not  plain  that  the  more  room  the 
plants  have  to  extend  their  roots,  in 
queft  of  food,  the  more  vigorous  their 
growth  will  be ;  whereas,  if  they  be  clofe 
together,  they  will  rob  one  another 
that  food,  and- be  ever  weakly.  Th^ 
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firft  thr^e  years  a  thick  hedge  will  look 
well,  but  after  that  it  never  grows  with 
any  vigour.  To  remedy  this,  they  found 
out,  that  cutting  it  over  clofe  by  the 
ground  m^de  it  grow  with  redoubly^ 
ftrength,and  wewerefo  w’eakasto  helievi 
it.  Indeed,  at  firft,  the  root  not  b^lviQg 
the  hc'dy  of  the  thorn  to  fupport  that  it 
had  the  year  before,  fet8  forth  new  ilioots 
with  great  bnikuefs,  and  perhaps  conti¬ 
nue-  l  >d->  f»i  for  two  or  three  years*,  but 
1  h  .vt  found  from  experience,  that  un- 
lels  lonaeihliig  elfc  is  done,  iht  hedge  ii 
r<  <>eucr  after  that  than  it  was  befcic. 
\\  t.it  fliould  bt  d  ne  then?  y^m  ilk; 
]My  anfvvcr  is,  two  yea»«  after  the  heage 
is  pf  »nitd,  fupp 'iing  the  tl.'.rns  to  be 
put  »'i  i'  6  inche'i  dtftio!e,  I  wrnild  take 
out  the  half 'd  the  plant?,  and  hoe  the 
ground  ib  »ut  the  rovds  of  the  reft  very 
deep;  in  »hrte  years  more,  take  out  a 
third,  or  what  could  be  fpared,  and,  if 
poflible,  fpade-lu>c  the  ground  ;  by  li’is 
means  the  plants  that  arc  left  will  be 
ftrong  bodied  hale  plants,  and  at  the 
fimc  tirre  you  gain  a  great  number  of 
thorns,  better  than  can  he  got  out  of  a 
nurfery.  The  hedge  (h«  uld  never  be 
touched  with  knife  or  Icifl'ars,  till  it  be 
running  into  freight  fhools  upwards; 
then  cut  it  over  about  3  or  4  feet  high 
v.ithout  touching  the  fides,  and  never  al¬ 
low  it  to  rife  aUwe  5  feet  high,  if  you 
want  a  good  htdge.  Aim  .11  the  btft 
hedges  I  know  are  w'heic  the  plants 
are  at  4  feet  diflaucc,  and  cut  down  as  I 
have  propofed  ;  the  fide  flu'ots  are  fo 
Arong  and  bnniy,that  no  bead  can  get  In 
the  length  of  the  ftems. 

lie  is  for  doing  hi«  fuhJiviJif^ns  fir  A 
with  ditch  and  hedge,  and  then  building  a 
tlouble  dyke  on  the  top,  within  a  font  of 
the  hedge;  this,  no  doubt,  v  *  uld  make 
a  very  good  fence,  if  it  w'tre  once  built; 
but  every  body  knows  that  ever  built 
double  dskcF,  that  in  building  them 
there  muft  be  a  mafon  on  each  fide  of 
the  wall,  to  face  the  ftones  properly. 
Now,  how  is  the  mafon  that  works  that 
fide  next  the  d.tch  to  Hand  ?  Upon  the 
thorns;  I  fuppofe  this  if  rather  a  fmee 
of  his  imagination,  than  of  his  pra^ice. 
The  divifion  fence  that  I  prefer,  i»  a 
elouble  dNke  upon  the  fi  iid  ground, 
which  is  immediately  a  IlAicient  fence 
to  botli  Tides  fi»r  pafluring ;  and  w  hen  I 
break  up  a  field  on  one  fide  of  it,  I  run  a 
I.edge  within  18  inches  of  the  foundation 
the  dyke,  on  that  fide  that  is  plowed

at  a  capital  boarding-fchool,  where  fhe 
acquired  the  ulual  female  accomplifh 
menu  of  dancing,  mufic,  and  French*  in 
hich  fhe  was  a  great  proficient.  She 
a--  particularly  noticed  by  a  very  great 
rfoPrtge,  and  he  prevailed  upon  his 
nfori  to  put  her  upon  the  lift  of  her 
maids  of  honour.  In  this  elevated  fta- 
ion  fhe  had  an  opportunity  cf  difplay- 
og  all  her  accompllfhmcnis,  the  circle 
f  w  hich  fhe  daHy  extended. 

A  beautiful  young  woman,  endowed 
ith  uncommon  perfonal  and  nnental 
()alificativ)iis,  placed  in  fo  confptcuous 
point  of  view  in  a  gay  and  gallant, 
ourt,  could  not  fail  atirafting  miny 
dmirers.

She  was 
c  meteor  of  L— c  ft-r  houfe,  and  eve 
one  view’ed  her  with  ad  i.iration.— 
he  rallied  their  compliments  with  poig- 
aot  vivacity,  and  feemed  to  be  a  fali- 
ander,  infcnfible  in  the  midft  of  flames: 
t  when  fhe  was  upon  the  point  of  be- 
ng  pronounced  a  moft  accompilfbed  CQ- 
flptcttCi  Ifae^wu  compelled  to  achno#* 


ledge  herfelf  a  woman  with  all  her  na¬ 
tural  feelings.  Amongft  the  moft  ar¬ 
dent  of  her  admirers. was  IprdB— : 
he  was  the  only  one  that  fhe  had  (rartH 
cularly  diftinguifbed,  and  for  whom  fhe 
fc;k  every  fenfiblc  penchants  He  hadf 
paid  his  addreffes  to  her  upon  the  molt 
honourable  terms,  and  bis  biHets  breath¬ 
ed  the  purefl  elfufions  of  love.

In  (hort,  the  Urpenefi  of  the  cattle  ought 
alwvays  to  bear  a  due  pr(»portion  to  the 
tichnefs*  of  the  grafs.  and  then  the  pro- 
dudk  will  he  anfwcrablc;  but  if  large 
cattle  arc  put  on  bid  grais,  they  will 
not  only  d-jcreafc  tbenT.lelves,  but  alio 
give  Icfs  produce  in  proportion,  than  a 
imaller  kind  hited  by  natuie  for  iuch  pal- 
lure.  The  common  marks  of  a  good 
milk  cow  are,  large  veiiu,  with  a  large 
hollow  in  the  middle  of  the  under  part 
of  the  belly,  into  which,  if  a  good  milk 
cow,  any  one  may  pul  their  finger:  all 
the  large  veins  that  come  from  the  ud¬ 
der,  terminate  in  this  hollow.  The  cow 
^mght  alfo  to  be  broad  behind  in  the 
l>ack  quarters,  round  bodied,  and  Ihort 
legged,  lltr  youth  is  cafily  known  by 
the  length  and  fullncfs  of  her  teeth,  and 
her  age  by  the  contrary  marks.  A  dairy 
of  milk  cows,  when  brought  into  the 
huufc  all  night,  and  fed  on  clover,  will 
produce  a  gt)od  deal  of  dung,  which  fat 
cattle  conitantly  lying  out  do  not ;  but 
the  cxpcncc  of  women  to  milk  and  ma¬ 
nage  the  cows  and  dairy,  often  over¬ 
balance  that  advantage  ;  befides,  the  milk 
cows  require  a  deal  ol  finlder  and  care 
in  winter,  which  the  fat  cattle  do  not; 
I’o  that  upon  the  whole,  unlcfs  a  dairy  be 
fituated  near  a  grind  market  town  where 
the  produce  can  be  difpofed  of  for  ready 
money,  or  where  the  pafiuie  is  uninclo- 
fed,  and  confcquently  unfit  for  faittning 
cattle,  it  is  my  humble  opinion  the  lall 
are  the  moft  advantageou'. 

Farms  that  are  neither  inclofed,  nor 
contain  much  good  pallurc  graf?,  ought 
always  to  be  employed  in  breeding  black 
cattle,  ftols  in  particular,  and  horfes, 
which  can  ealily  be  done  by  keeping 
them  in  one  common  herd.  The  late 
great  demands  from  England,  and  the 
ptelent  Icarciiy  of  money,  may  convince 
us,  that  breeuing  the  former  muft  be 
more  advantageous  than  the  latter.  They 
art  one  of  the  ch^cf  articles  »hat  brii.gs 
money  iJitiaS^otland;  it  ii  owing  toihde 
;«1'  ne,  and  the  cutting  down  tuir  late 
ficl’.tii  us  m(mty,  that  the  l  alar.ce  of  tx- 
ch.otv’e  between  Scotland  and  i'tigland, 
is  now  in  tome  degree  in  our  favour; 
and  as  wc  may  prefume,  that  the  den  and 
(on  account  ot  the  delicacy  of  t'lir  beef, 
ted  with  Enghlh  pallure)  will  always  be 
the  fame,  every  farmer  ought  to  make  it 
his  bufinels  to  breed  as  many  of  thefe  as 
pi  Ifible;  and  by  doing  fo  to  fuch  a  de¬ 
cree  at  to  make  money  plenty  ia  Scot¬ 


land,  will  of  courfe  raife  a  (pirit  of  im 
provement,  which  wdll  naturally  create « 
demand  for  horfes,  fo  that  by  improving 
the  firft,  you  alfo  improve  the  laft.  Tlrt 
raifing  a  great  many  cattle  in  Scotland 
yearly,  and  fupplying  England,  is  thcoii^' 
ly  plan  by  w  hich  we  can  be  fpeedily  rc»* 
lieved  trom  our  picfent  exigenciei  in 
money. 

That  ftots  are  preferable  to  queys 
cows,  is  evident  from  their  utility  in 
plowing,  having  no  calfb  or  few  ailments 
and  being  always  in  a  fiate  ready  for 
travel  or  fattening ;  befides,  a  large  boned 
Itot  will  often  feed  to  double  the  value- 
of  a  large  cow,  having  mcro  beef  and 
lefs  belly.  Queys  and  cows  are  alfo  ve 
ry  precarious  to  feed,  as  they  arc’al 
ways  uncerta  n  of  being  with  calf.  If 
they  turn  out  WMth  calf  at  an  improper* 
feafon  of  the  year,  they  can  neither  be 
llanghtered  nor  ftild,  being  unfit  either 
for  beef  or  travel,  and  only  ufeful  for 
milk,  which  generally  in  fuch  circum- 
Itances  never  produces  near  the  value  of 
fat  Ix'tf. 

Any  farmer  pofiTefled  cf  an  extenfi^e 
grafs  farm  may  breed  yearly  from'*  , 
eight  to  twelve  ftots,  which,  in  three 
years,  would  bring  him  from  4  1.  to  jli  -  ' 
a-hcad,  according  to  their  fize;  which* 
lum,  in  my  humble  opinion,  would  eafi- 
1y  pav  the  rent  of  an  ordinary  farm,  (Ul 
which  1  fuppofe  them  to  be  bred;  after 
which,  the  farmer  would  have  all  the  o- 
ther  pn  diice  for  his  exptnee  and  laboun 
On  the  above  fuppofiiion,  furely  no  far* 
iner  can  find  an  eafier  method  of  paying 
his  rent,  than  nnrfing  eight  or  twclv* 
caflratid  calfs  yearly,  *  and  afterward*.- 
givMig  them  plenty  of  g'afs  and  foddcf* 
till  they  are  fold.  This  can  be  done  by.*- 
the  common  lervants  of  the  farm,  with-'' 
out  an  additional  penny  of  expcncc.  f* 
mention  from  experience  this  plan;  1 
fold  a  three  year  old  ftot  in  the  begio*^ 
ning  of  Septt  mber  laft,  at  6 1.  and  a  good  , 
bargain.  It  is  true,  1  gave  him  plenty  of^ 
foiUltr  in  winter,  but  nothing  elfe.'‘  t*  *  ' 
One  great  blunder  of  the  farmers  in  ' 
general,  i^,  that  they  keep  more  cattle 
b  ih  in  lurriincr  and  winter,  than  they 
h.ave  food  tor  :  if  they  wriuld  keep  fewer 
cattle,  and  feed  them  better,  they  would 
reap  much  greater  advantage ;  for  flarved 
cattle  are  like  ftaived  children,  ftinteditt 
their  growth,  and  never  gather  bonej* 
and  withifut  large  bone,  you  w’il!  nevef'^fi 
get  pliiity  of  guod  beef:  large  bone 
the  fouudalioa  on  which. beef  isreaTc4#^f 
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md  the  broader  or  narrower  thefc  arc, 
b  wiii  the  quantity  of  beef  be  in  proper* 
ion.  A  farmer,  therefore,  ought  to  give 
lis  young  growing  cattle  as  much  gralti  in 
ummer,  and  fodder  in  winter,  as  they 
ran  pofbbly  dtftroy;  for  as  long  as  they 
fcre  growing,  the  more  food  they  con- 
fume,  the  m  ire  they  will  fwcil;  and  the 
icavierthcy  are,  the  more  floncs  of  beef 
fcnd  pounds  of  money  they  will  bring. 

A  I'urpr'rzing  inttance  of  this  I  lately 
thew :  A  gentleman  in  Eaft  Lothian  bred 
ix  oxen  on  his  own  faim,  agreeable  to 
he  above  plan  of  management ;  two  in 
)nc  year,  and  four  in  another.  He  al¬ 
ways  gave  them  ai  much  f '*od  as  they 
could  deftroy :  the  two  oldeft  ne  fed  the 
:hird  year  of  their  age  with  turnip  and 
cibbagc  in  winter;  the  fummer  foilow- 
ing.thev  had  as  mucligralsas  they  could 
deltroy ;  the  winter  alter,  they  and  the 
other  four  ftots,  then  three  years  old, 
were  fed  on  turnip  and  cabbage,  and  in 
the  f;ibftqucnt  fpring  the  two  four  year 
olds  fold  at  Z  •  4»5  ■

I  know  fome  will  laugh  at  the  above 
experiment,  and  doubt  its  veracity,  but, 
as  1  know  the  fadt,  1  maintain  it  to  be  a 
truth.  I  have  known  many  cattle  fed  on¬ 
ly  one  year,  and  plowed  the  prccecding 
fummer,  fell  at  20  1.  in  the  market  of

moft  cfpecially  an  indubitable  and  Indif* 
penfibic  right  to  make  and  ordain  laws 
for  regulating  navigation  and  trade 
throughout  the  complicated  fyftem  of 
Briiiih  commerce;  the  deep  policy  of 
Inch  prudent  upholding  the  guardi¬ 
an  navy  of  the  whole  Britilh  *  empire ;

.that  thiv  difpofition  may  have  a  happy  eC- 
fed  on  the  temper  and  condod  of  my 
fubjeds  in  America.** 

Thecarl  of  Rochford  prefented  to  the 
houfe  a  meflage  from  bis  majefty  under 
his  fign  manual,  the  purport  of  which 
w^s,  “  That  in  confcquencc  of  the, 
drefs  he  had  received,  he  was  determined 
to  take  the  naoft  (peedy  and  eftrdual 
meafurcs  for  fupporUng  the  juft  rights  of 
the  crown,  and  the  two  houfes  of  parlia¬ 
ment,  in  which  undertaking  he  informed 
them  an  addition  tp  his  forces  by  land 
and  fea  would  be  found  nect(r«ry,  not 
doubting  but  their  lordlhips  w'ould  rea¬ 
dily  concur  in  fuch  meafures  as  the  exi¬ 
gencies  of  the  cafe  ftiould  rcqntrc-** 

In  confequence  of  the  above  meflage^ 
their  lordfiiips  agreed  to  an  humble  ad- 
drefs  to  be  prefented  to  the  king  ;  to  af- 
ftire  his  majefty  that  they  will,  with  the 
utmoft  zeal  and  chearfulnefi,  concur 
with  bis  majefty  in  fuch  epeafures  as  the 
preient  exigency  may  require.

L^rJ  North  prefented  to  the 
houfe  of  commons  a  fimilar  mefifage 
from  his  majefty,  as  that  prefented  by 
lord  R 'chford  to  the  houfe  of  peers: 
after  it  hrid  been  read,  «  motion  was 
made  to  refer  it  to  the  committee  of 
fupply. 

Lord  North  arole  and  fet  forth  the 
necedity  of  an  augmentation  of  the  na^ 
vy,  and  moved  for  leave  to  bring  in  a 
temporary  hill  to  put  the  trade  from 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland  to  New  Eng* 
land  under  certain  rcftridions,  t<*  be 
therein  declared,  till  the  New  England* 
ers  (hou)d  return  to  a  fen(e  of  their  du* 
ty  to  the  mother-country,  and  fubmit 
to  her  fupreme  authority;  alfo  to  re* 
ftrain  the  ftlbing  trade  f  om  New  Eng* 
land  to  the  banks  of  Newfimndland.  5cc. 

The  motion  being  fcconded,  Mr  Dun* 
ning  rofe  and  fpoke  very  long  and  warmr 
ly  againft  the  motion.  The  attorn^* 
rencral  replied  in  fuppurt  of  ir.  Mr 
J^Qoio^  again  to  cx^Uio^ 
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attorney-general  a  fecond  time  in  an* 
fwer;  then  ferjeant  Glynn,  &c.  againft 
the  motion. 

The  principal  arguments  ufed  in  fa¬ 
vour  or  the  augmentation  were  as  fol¬ 
low  That  the  houfe  having  juftly  rc- 
folvccl  the*  contumacy  and  defiance  of 
legifl  alive  power  in  ♦he  Airericant  to  be 
rebelliaub,  and  having  addrtU'ed  hiu  ma- 
jefty  that  he  would  be  picalcd  to  take 
.fnch  meal'ures  as  ht  iljould  find  iiecclVa- 
ry  for  infnfting  the  laws;  it  was,  upon 
a  mature  conlideration,  determined,  that 
an  augmentation  of  2000  teamen  Ihuuld 
be  made.  That  number,  it  was  appre¬ 
hended,  wotild  be  fnflficjcnt  for  the  pur- 
'pofe  of  leftnming  the  commerce  c'f  tl^e 
New  Englanders,  and  fv')r  preventing  the 
clandrAine  trade  which  iome  w’ere  fear¬ 
ful  'vnnld  be*carried  into  pracflice  with 
foreign  nations;  ihflt  thefe  objcifts  were 
\cry  tflintial  ones,  and  fuch  as  muft  be 
provided  for;  and  at  the  fame  time  it 
was  alfo  inexpedient  to  weaken  the  o- 
ther  Handing  ir-rvices  of  ♦he  navy,  which 
weie  at  prefent  amply  provided  for,  and 
were  mt  .ant  to  be  left  up  ni  loo  rcfpec- 
tah  e  a  fnoting  ta  leave  the  leaft  appre- 
her.fions  i>f  any  attack  from  mir  neig’i 
hour-  ;  that  it  was  defigned  tofi.,tiof  a 
proper  number  of  fiigates  in  the  m^  A 
-  beneficial  manner  for  commanding  the 
whole  coaA  of  North  America;  and  it 
was  to  be  hoped,  that  when  the  coloniAs 
found  that  this  country  was  fully  deter* 
termined  to  exert  the  utmoA  of  her 
force  in  order  to  ft  cure  obidience  to  the 
legifl, ature,  t!i.it  h  y  would  then  quit 
their  piefcnt  de  ution,  and  return  to 
their  duty 

In  reply,  it  wms  contended,  that  the 
whole  conduct  of  adminiAralion,  from 
the  beginning  of  tbit  aAair,  was  full  of 
ignoiance,  treachery,  and  incapacity;

Not  content  with  go- 
vcnnng  all  the  Internal  part  of 'America 
by  arms,  at  a  time  when  they  cannot 
yet  go  beyond  the  garrifoning  a  finglc 
town,  they  attack  the  American  c!an- 
dtlhnc  trade;  and,  finding  themfclves 
unable  ’o  retrench,  inftead  of  annihila¬ 
ting  it,  they  give  thcmlclvcs  much  lar¬ 
ger  work,  by  declaring  all  American 
com*nercc  cemtraband,  and  thereby  en¬ 
larging  infinitely  that  work  which  when 
fmail  they  could  not  execute.
